Information for Pearl Finders. 
HOUSE at Fort Smith, Ark., which 
buys many pearls and receives thou 
sands of inquiries from people having pearls 
for sale, has issued a circular to answer 
these inquiries, containing the following: 
“Only a small per cent. of the pearls 
found are valuable. Those that are dull, 
lusterless and bone-like have no value. 
Those that are symmetrical in form, round 
balls, button or pear-shaped, with smooth 
surface and bright, even and decided color, 
either white, pink, yellow, purple, brown 
1r black, and not less than one-eighth of 
in inch in diameter, are of value. Also 
those irregular in form, with rough or 
granulated surface but of brilliant color, 
have value, though not as great as the per- 
fectly formed smooth ones These are 
called baroque or  rosebuds. Irregular 
formed ones are called slugs, and if of 
good size and fine luster also have value. 
“Tt is impossible to give value of pearls, 
as the value is governed by the perfection 
ind luster. No.two being exactly alike, a 
small pearl of perfect form and fine luster 
is worth more than a large pearl, even if 
perfect in form but of inferior luster. 
Even a large pearl of perfect form but with 
no luster has no value. 
“One of the largest pearl fisheries in the 
world is in Arkansas, and for the past few 
vears large quantities of pearls have been 


found which have been sold in Paris and 


other European cities. Some of the pearls 


found in this section have proven to be of 
as fine quality as those found in any part 
of the world.”

Forthcoming Exhibition by Dutch Confedera- 
tion of Societies at Amsterdam. 





"Nigar eo Henry Morgan makes th 
following report on a Dutch indus 
trial exhibition to be held this coming 
Summer at Amsterdam : 
Under the patronage of Minister of th 
Interior Th. Heemskerk, Minister for Trade 
and Commerce A. S. Talma, G. van Tien 
hoven, commissioner of the Queen for the 
Province of North Holland, and W. F. van 
Leeuwen, Mayor of Amsterdam, the Dutch 
Confederation of Societies of the Commer- 
cial and Industrial Middle Class will hold 
an exhibition at the Paleis voor Volksvlyt, 
in Amsterdam, from June 15 to August 1, 
1909, for the purpose of which is set forth 
by the executive committee as follows: 





The e evolution of the Dutch middle 
class, led by the Middle-Class Confederation, has 
always aimed at strengthening the middle class by 
the cultivation of confidence in its own power 
and by great mental development The means 
ised to attair lis were: Stimulation to organize, 
discussion of the most urgent problems of the day, 
lectures, et 

\ trade’s exhibition may become an important 
means to further this object of the confederation 
In this country the smaller manufacturers have 
not yet been in a position to learn the advantages 
of modern technical means, though here, as well 
as abroad, the competition of the wholesale 
factories is strongly felt by many of the minor 
industries. In order to enable the minor industries 
to examine the machines required for a trade and 
also to be in formed as to their productiveness, 
the Middle-Class Confederation has resolved to 
organize this exhibitior Its aim is to show in full 
action various branches of the retail trade, in 
which manual labor goes together with mechanical 
manutacture, provided with the newest machinery. 


The executive mmittee, in conjunction with 
the trade unions (employers’ unions) concerned, 
intends to arrange model workshops for the minor 
industrials, provided with the newest motors, 
machines and tools, in order to enable industry to 
effectively overcome this lack of technical knowl 
edge. The advantages will be explained of the 
co-operative use of larger machines, the procuring 
and working of which is too expensive for the 
individual manufacturer. Moreover, there will be 
special sectious where the goods belonging to any 
one of the groups may be exhibited for sale 

In the lecture hall special days and hours will 
be arranged for addresses, illustrated with stere

There are vases weighted with shot to hold 
pens, and made of the clearest crystal, gilt- 
bound and turquoise-studded. 

For the dinner table are graceful Tanagra 
figures of white Sévres with gilded draperies 
and connected by wreaths of golden blos- 
soms. A quaint salt-cellar is a silver wind-

the salt. A pretty liqueur set is of etched 
glass relieved with touches of purple 
enamel. 

Ornate cigarette holders for men and 


women are of clear or chiseled amber with 
a filigree design in gold or silver, often 
picked out with tiny gems. There are small 
mouthpieces in the form of an amber pipe. 
Cocoa wood mouthpieces, silver tipped, are 
among recent novelties. 

HAND BAGS AND PURSES. 

There is no decrease in popularity as to 
the gold and silver mesh bags, which, how- 
ever, grow more ornate and costly every 
day. The jewelers expend much labor on 
these useful objects. The clasp is often of 
supreme elegance, frequently jeweled. One 
showed a Hindoo head in ivory, with gem- 
studded bodice. 

lhe very latest shape is that of a fish 
in platinum and gold, with carven head, 
and suspended from a slender chain in the 
guise of a fish line, Another is a small 
bag drawn to a point and finished by a 
pendant tassel of rubies and diamonds. 

Great semi-precious stones are set in the 
clasp of larger bags, while the smaller ones 
show a cut stone in the center. Aluminum 
and gold in bars, zig-zags and plaid picked 
out with diamonds is often while 
some are so thickly encrusted with stones 
as to scarcely show the glittering back 
ground Leather bags are scarcely less 
elegant, and are distinguished by their ex- 
treme flatness, which, while adding to their 
beauty, detracts from their utility. The 
envelope shape with pointed flap is the most 
liked, bound with gold or silver in beading, 
plain lines or pierced work in metal. One 
of pure white kid had a square flap banded 
with gilt open-work at least two inches 
wide in the form of square plaques con- 
nected with narrower ones. ‘The favorite 
materials are kid, antelope and morocco in 
pale or dark colors, the flap often fastened 
with a small gold or jeweled button. 

Parasols are of unusual elegance, and 
the many-ribbed Japanese shapes are repro- 
duced. The conventional ones are by no 
means out of date, and show pompadour 
designs, also stripes and plaids. Wide bor- 
ders of satin on taffeta are used, and occa- 
sionally the finish is fringe or a pleated 
mousseline ruffle. However, the self-colored 
en cas is by far the most seen, the tint 
of predilection being green, from dark bot- 
tle to the brightest emerald with handles of 
painted wood to match, frequently ringed 
with graduated bands of gilt or silver and 
either flat, round or hexagonal, and often 
terminating in a metal knob or flat circular 
top. 

Others are topped with a flat disk, velvet- 
covered, and with a painted or embroidered 
cat or owl’s head. A swan with curved 
neck forming the crook is stylish, while 
owls and parrots in white or gay colors 
are often the finish. A dragon holding a 
crystal ball is seen on a white lacquered 
stick, while others show imitation cut balls 
\f topaz or amethyst often overlaid with a

Show Window Attraction of a Chicago Jeweler 
Composed of $100,000 Worth of Diamonds. 


N keeping with the former Easter dis- 
plays, of which two notable examples 
were the Easter lily and the Easter crown 
or cross, C. D. Peacock, Chicago, this year 
exhibited an Easter dove, composed entirely 
of diamonds, an illustration of which is re- 
produced on the front page of this issue, 
The dove is composed of 1,194 diamonds, 
weighing altogether 501 % + 1/32 carats, 
and has a retail selling value of $100,000. The 
largest stone is the drop, which is attached 
by a string to the dove’s beak, this stone 
weighing 8+ % + 1/32 carats. 

From the beak to the tip of the tail the 
piece measures eight inches. The spread of 
the wings is eight and one-half inches, 
while the distance from the top of the right 
wing to the breast is 10 inches. Altogether 
the dove would fill most of the space con- 
tained in a square measuring 10 x 10 inches, 

As may be supposed, the diamond dove 
attracted marked attention from passers-by, 
It was the only object on display in one of 
the large show windows and concealed 
electric lights were focused on it, giving it 
an extra. brilliancy The entire window 
was draped in dark purple velvet. The 
dove was displayed during the day only. A 
photograph of the piece was shown in its 
place during the night. 


The Emerald Mines of Colombia. 


UR Consul, Isaac A. Manning, reports 
from Cartagena the announcement by 
the Council of Ministers in Bogota of a 
contract between the Colombian Govern- 
ment and an English syndicate for the con- 
tinued exploitation of the Muza emerald 
mines near Bogota and for the sale of em- 
eralds for account of the Republic of Co- 
lombia. The particulars follow: 

It is said that the syndicate is the same 
as that which controls the diamond output 
of South Africa, and it agrees to sell at 
least the value of $1,250,000 in gold per 
annum of emeralds at prices higher than 
have been realized by the Government re- 
cently for a period of 20 years under the 
inspection of the Colombian Government, 

This, together with the ‘signing of the 
treaty with Panama and the United States, 
leads the Government at Bogota to prog- 
nosticate very much better economic and 
industrial conditions for Colombia, and will 
aid in bringing to the country funds for 
the continued development of its railway 
and other transportation lines and for the 
establishment of many new industries. It 
is also believed this will resu!t in the ree 
duction in Colombia of interest rates, which 
have been very high, 20 to 24 per cent. per 
annum on real estate loans not being une 
usual.

Death of Charles W. Jencks. 

ProvipeNce, R. I, April 24.—Charles 
William Jencks, the oldest Past Master in 
the Masonic fraternity in Rhode Island and 
for many head of the Jencks 
Paper Box Co., the oldest established in- 
dustry of its sort in this State, died at his 
home, 560 Elmwood Ave., this afternoon.

Death of Nathaniel C. Nelson. 

Concorp, =-N: H.; April 24.—Nathaniel 
Chase Nelson, the veteran jeweler, and 
senior partner of the old and well known 
house of N. C. Nelson & Co., died at his 
residence on Lyndon St., Tuesday night, 
of valvuiar disease of the heart. His death 
is deeply mourned in business circles. 

Mr. Chase was born in Exeter, April 28, 
1835, but came to Concord with his par- 
ents when a baby. He was educated in 
the schools here, and upon the completion 
of his studies he passed a short time in 
Lowell. Returning to Concord he entered 
the store of Elijah Knight and learned the 
jeweler’s trade in every detail, and then 
went to the watch factory at Waltham, 
Mass., where he was employed two years.

The fu- 
neral was held at the residence, 42 Lyn- 
don St., yesterday. A widow and one 
daughter survive. 





Andrew Morden, Columbus, O., Gives a 
Trust Deed to Protect Creditors. 

Cotumsus, O., April 22.—The jewelry 
store of Andrew Morden, in the Virginia 
building, 3d and High Sts., was taken in 
charge to-day by a representative of the 
Jewelers’ Board of Trade, New York, act 
ing for his creditors.

Editor THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR-WEEKLY: 

Regarding the controversy on the pro- 


posed tariff on watches and clocks in your 
last issue, we believe in the home indus- 
tries being protected to the fullest extent, 
although we are importers. But we fail to 
see how it will benefit the American man- 
ufacturer or the revenue by compelling the 
importer of clocks.to put the ‘“maker’s” 
name on the dial, as provided in part of 
section 189. 

The merchant who imports the product 
of a celebrated or well known maker may 
have no objection to such marking, al- 
though in some cases the customers do not 
want anything on the dial but their firm 
name and city, which they rightly claim 
is their guarantee of quality. On small 
dials it is often difficult to do even this 
without spoiling the artistic appearance of 
the dial; if the maker’s name and country 
of origin were to go on as well, it will 
be an eyesore, and more like an advertise- 
ing scheme, and will certainly hurt the sale 
of French clocks in particular. 

Anyone familiar with this branch of the 
clock business knows that many clocks are 
constructed by little makers, who employ 
not over six men on an average; they buy 
the “blanks” of the movement and finish 
them, and buy parts of the case, dials, hands, 
sashes and glasses from other small mak- 
ers and have their gilding and silvering 
done outside. Some “makers” of metal 


in turn do likewise: Buy the movement 
and supply .the complete clock: Now, 


which maker has to put his name on the 
dial, so that a customer or competitor can 
tell where we got our goods? 

If you should ask any merchant outside 
of the clock trade the name of the peopl

he bought his goods from, the chances are 
you would not get a civil reply.

Paris Gem Market. 





Paris, April 8—The month of March 
while not wholly satisfactory shows con 
ditions in our own trade to be good. The 
month opened with regular business, which 
was interrupted, not by anything in th 
jewelry trade, but by political conditions 
on the Continent. The fear of war and 
the difficulties of the East has had its re 
flection in our own line, while the post 
office strike, particularly, stopped business 
for more ‘than a week, and though the 
jewelry trade did not suffer as others did, 
still this time was lost absolutely 

The orders coming from the United 
States and South America are satisfactory, 
and many offers have been made by buy 
ers of these countries now in our market 

Some of the Parisian shopkeepers have 
profited in consequence of the weddings in 
rich families, and a number of necklaces 
and other fine articles have been bought as 
presents for these occasions. 

Just at present the prospects generally 
are very good, but the greatest difficulty 
encountered seems to be in getting the 
proper qualities in the goods demanded 
Indian merchants are refusing all orders 
under asking prices, and the stocks here 
generally are in no way complete and as 
sortments are very poor.

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A Foolish Editorial LJ XPER the head- 
ing of “Diamond 
Based on Guess- prices Falling” the 
work. Torrington (Conn.) 
Register published an editorial, April 19, 
stating that this would hardly give consola 
tion to the average citizen and counter- 
balance the fact that bread and other food 
prices were going up. It gave no autho1 
ity for its conclusion as to diamond prices 
beyond the fact that there was a “promise” 
of a large increase in the diamond supply, 
and its supposition as to this increase was 
based entirely upon the pubiished statement 
of an American consul in Brazil to the 
effect that present indications in the activity 
of the diamond district of Brazil led him 
to infer that in the next 10 years the South 
American output would be larger than the 
African fields 
That there is some activity in the Bra 
zilian fields at the present time is generally 
known, but that the diamond production of 
this country is a factor in the determining 
of the market prices of gems no one who 
knows anything about the subject believes 
for a moment. There has been a lot of 
newspaper talk about the Brazilian dia- 
monds which has been inspired by the 
promoters of the diamond companies in that 
section for the purpose of interesting the 
public in their stocks, but outside of this, 
authentic information as to any real dia- 
nond mining in Brazil has not been much 


in evidence 

We think it reprehensible that a paper 
like the Torrington Register should head 
an editorial with such a= statement as 
“Diamond Prices Falling,” when the writer 
had not a fact or a shred of evidence on 
which to make such an inference. This he 
practically admits in the first paragraph, 
where, after inferring that there is a prom- 
ise of an increase in the diamond supply, 
he says that prices should be moving down- 
ward according to the law of supply and 
demand.

the Supreme patch in the last issue 
Court. of THe JEWELERS’ 
CircULAR-WEEKLY that the legal points in 
issue in the Citroen or Leeds pearl case, 
which have been in the courts for some 
time are not settled, as the trade had 
thought, the United States Supreme Court 
having granted a writ of certiorari and 
will review this case at an early session 
The trade will remember that this suit re 
lated to the duty on a number of pearls 
said to constitute a necklace which had 
heen imported into this country and passed 
as pearls in their natural state dutiable at 
10 per cent. The importer who had sold thi 
pearls to Mrs. Wm. B. Leeds was later 
called upon by the Collector at New York 
to pay an additional 50 per cent., the lat 
ter exercising his perogative to reliquidat 
the entry his advanced sum was finally 
paid by the importer under protest, and the 
Board of General Appraisers later reversed 
the Collector’s decision, declaring that the 
gems were dutiable at 10 per cent, as 
“pearls in their natural state.” The Gov- 
ernment appealed to the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, which took additional testimony 
and in turn reversed the Board of General 
\ppraisers. The case was appealed to the

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United States Circuit Court of Appeals and 
the decision of that tribunal reversed the 
court below and sustained the importer. 

As the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals was the highest court to which 
an appeal could be directly taken, it was 
generally believed that this decision finally 
settled the case, but the Government at 
torneys, believing either that the amount 
of duties at stake is too large or the prin- 
ciples involved too important to take the 
usual course, applied to the Supreme Court 
for a writ of certiorari, asking that the de- 
cision be reviewed on various grounds, and 
this writ has been granted 

In asking for the review the Govern 
ment alleges that (1) the Circuit Court of 
Appeals had improperly applied the rule of 
conclusiveness of findings of facts by the 


the Board of General Appraisers; (2) 
that the decision was in conflict with those 
in prior pearl cases: (3) that an important 


principle of classification was erroneously 
applied; (4) that the plain provisions of 
the tat iff law were ignored, and (5) that 
the sit..ilitude clause of the tariff act was 
misapplied. The main point of the Gov- 


ernment’s contention seems to be that the 


court below refused to review the findings 
of fact by the Board of Appraisers despite 
the fact that the new evidence (to the 
effect that as a complete necklace the pearls 
were worn by Mrs. Leeds abroad) was 
introduced into the Circuit Court, and had 
this evidence been before the Board, that 
body would have overruled the protest and 
affirmed the Collector’s classification. The 
Government also makes the point that ar- 
ticles imported and packed separately, or 
in “knock-down” condition, are dutiable as 
entireties, and that the pearls were dutiable 
as unfinished jewelry if not as pearls strung. 
A contention is also made that the simili- 
tude clause of the tariff should not be re 
sorted to because the merchandise is specifi 
cally provided for in Par. 434 

Thus it will be seen that a number of 
important points as to the pearl and pre 
cious stone tariff will come before the Su- 
preme Court and, if we remember cor- 
rectly, will be brought before this tribunal 
for the first time. What this court will do 
with the questions at issue and whether it 
will enunciate any new principles as 
applying the tariff law remains to be seer 
If it does the latter it is to be hoped that 
the court’s decision will be broad enoug 
to be applied to the proposed as well as tl 
present tariff act and be of some use in 
settling the questions which are sur 
come up under the new revenue law

It was quite 
common to find as much as .0U15 inch dif 
ference in height of the teeth, and som« 
times .002 inch, with the clock running 

















and keeping fairly good time, but it is rea 
sonable to suppose that there would be less 
liability to stoppage if all the teeth wer 
of the same height. To remedy this troubl 
the two tools shown in Figs. 10 and 11 were 
devised, Fig. 10 being used to measure 
the amount of the extra length of some of 
the teeth, while Fig. 11 was used in honing 
off this surplus length with an oilslip. 
Fig. 10 is a special micrometer made fot 
the particular clocks in question. The base, 
\, is made of thick sheet brass with the 
round brass rod, B, rivetted in to stay. C 
is a plunger or piston whose lower face is 
hardened and lapped, while its upper por 
tion is reduced in diameter and threaded 
40 per inch, as shown at D. B has a small 
hole bored through it in which D is a slid 
ing fit, while the lower part of B is counter- 
bored for a sl'ding fit for C. The piston, C, 


down by a spiral spring (not shown) in the 
upper part of the counterboard and _ sur- 
rounding D, while C is drawn up by the 
sheet brass nut E, which has 50 equal spaces 
engraved on its upper face, and these are 
read against a line on the end of the round 
pin F driven tight into A. G is a small 
screw with a large head, screwed tight into 
D to prevent E being run clear off and lost. 
This whole arrangement forms a microme- 
ter reading to .0005 inch, or by estimation to 
001 inch. It is placed on top of the move 
ment plates with none of the wheels in place 
except the ’scapewheel, the base plate, A, 
pressed down tightly with the thumb and 
second finger of the left hand, while the 
first finger manipulates the nut E and the 
right hand slowly turns the ’scapewheel. 

\ reading of the micrometer is taken just 
as soon as any of the ’scapewheel teeth are 
felt to touch the bottom of C, these, of 
course, being the highest teeth on the 
wheel, and usually there are several neigh 
boring teeth. If the wheel is simply eccen- 
tric without any irregularities in the teeth, 
the low teeth will be diametrically opposite 
the high teeth, so by turning the ’scape- 
wheel half way round, lowering C a trifle 
but not enough to touch the low teeth, and 
then oscillating the wheel back and forth, 
two points will be formed where the teeth 
do touch C. By alternating the two proc- 
esses of oscillating the ’scapewheel and low- 
ering C a point will finally be found where 
C just lightly touches the teeth, and any 
attempt to oscillate the wheel in either di- 
rection from this point increases the pres- 
sure of the teeth against C. This point 
indicates where the lowest teeth are located, 
and the reading of the micrometer at this 
setting, subtracted from the former reading, 
gives the difference in height of the highest 
and lowest teeth, or the eccentricity of the 
wheel. 

Having determined which are the high 
teeth, the ’scapewheel is taken‘ out of the 
plates and placed on the hardwood block 
G (Fig. 11), which has a hole in it in which 
one end of the arbor fits loosely. G has 
shoulders, H, cut on all four sides of it, 


on which to lay the oilslip, L, while honing 
off the ends of the high teeth. These 
shoulders are all at different heights, so 
that the oilslip will not have a groove 
worn at one place, but the wear will be dis- 
tributed over more of its surface, and it 
will then not require truing up so often. It 
is trued up when worn by rubbing on a 
piece of moderately coarse emery paper laid 
on a flat surface, being careful to keep the 
sides of the oilslip square with one another. 
As it is hard to memorize all the high teeth 
in a 30-toothed wheel, a good plan is to 
number with a pen each quadrant of tae 
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wheel rim, and with the highest setting of 
C that touches any of the teeth, note the 
teeth in one quadrant that touch, remove 
the wheel and hone them off. Then replace 
the wheel, note the teeth in the next quad- 
rant that touch and hone them off, keeping 
this up until none of the teeth touch, when 
C can be lowered slightly and the process 
repeated until all or nearly all the teeth 
touch C, as a few teeth that are lower than 
the rest will not be so likely to cause a 
stoppage as a few teeth that are higher than 
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most of the others. It is a rather tedious 
process, but it was the best that could be 
devised for use away from the shop, and 
gives excellent results if persevered in. 

As so many of the ‘scapewheels were not 
true in the round, an extra ’scapewheel and 
arbor were procured and trued up in the 
shop to take along in the repair kit, and 
the wheel that this replaced was trued up 
when it reached the shop to use in the next 
clock, and so on, as it was seldom that more 
than one clock had to be repaired at a time, 
and in case two clocks had to be fixed at 
one trip the trued wheel from the repair 
kit was put in the first clock repaired and 
the better of the other two wheels was 
trued with the oilslip to use in the second 
clock

saw cut to receive the suspension spring, 
which was held by a pin passing through 
both. In case of a broken or buckled spring 
this pin could be forced out by the smalli 
press shown in Fig.12,and this press could 
also be used to force the old pin through 
the new spring, using the old pin as a 
punch, and the hole in the brass as a die, 
while the spring was in the slot where it 
belonged 

The top and bottom members, A B (Fig 
12), are made of rectangular steel, while 
the side posts, C C, are round steel with a 
shoulder turned at each end and rivetted 
tight into A and B. The tool-steel screw D 
is tapped into A and has a cross-handle, E, 
by which it is turned, The lower end of D 
is reduced in diameter till it is a trifle less 
than the diameter of the pin it is to remove 
and of a length slightly more than half the 
length of the pin; it is then spring tem- 
pered. The central hole in B is consider 
ably larger than the diameter of the pin, so 
as to give the latter plenty of chance to 
get out

Early Watch Escapements and How to 


Repair Them. 
(Written expressly for THe JEweters’ CIRCULAR 


WEEKLY by H. REINECKE.) 


(Continued from issue of March $81.) 


O make a new cylinder is, as has been 
shown in the preceding chapter, a 
rather tedious job, but when a new cylinder 
is needed and can be purchased from a 
watch material dealer, the running in of a 
new cylinder is not such a difficult job. 
After a suitable cylinder has been selected 
and matched to the escape wheel in a depth- 
ing tool, it must be cut down to the cor- 
rect length for pivoting and balance and 
hairspring collet fitting. In nearly every 
cvlinder watch there is a means for adjust 
ing the length, of the cylinder and the 
depth of the escapement, which is the exist- 
ence under the recess of the dial a so- 
called chariot, as is represented in the fig- 
ure shown herewith. 
In the one end of this chariot the bot- 
tom jewel and cap jewel are fixed. In the 
other end on the reverse side is a_ boss,

which is level with the other side of the 
movement plate, into which the balance 
cock screw and the steady pins go. There- 
fore, if the chariot is advanced or backed 
a little the whole cylinder moves toward or 
away from the escape wheel, which has an 
immovable position in the movement plate. 

But in putting a new cylinder in the 
watch the principal difficulty is to get all the 
heights right. The simplest process to ac- 
complish this is to remove the chariot from 
the plate and put in its place a small strip 
of brass of the corresponding thickness 
with a pivot hole of the size of the lower 
arbor of the new cylinder and oblong slot 
by means of which this pivot hole may be 
shifted in the locality of the lower pivot of 
the cylinder. By the shortening of the 
lower arbor of the cylinder the position of 
the latter may be so adjusted that the cor- 
rect passage of the cylinder wheel should 
be secured. The bottom pivot of the 
cylinder may be turned to suit the chariot 
and the end stone and hole jewel, which 
may now be replaced. 

Next find the proper level for the balance 
to clear the escape wheel cock and the hair- 
spring collet, after which the total height 
of the cylinder may be measured and have 
the top pivot turned and finished. In rivet- 
ing on the balance the banking pin must be 
matched to come in the right place. 

After removing the balance spring put 
the cylinder and cock in place, leaving the 
entire train together, and after wedging the 
balance with a piece of soft cork or stiff 
paper and winding the spring to a slight 
extent, try the drop of the escape wheel 
teeth and see if the drop is equal -to the in- 
side and out of the cylinder. If it is found 
that the length of the teeth is not equal, 
make a hole in a thin piece of brass to fit 
the shortest tooth and reduce all the other 
teeth at their nose by a sapphire file to the 


same length, trying them in the hole in the 
piece of brass. 

After rounding up and repolishing the 
points of the teeth of the escape wheel, try 
the drop again, and if excessive it may 
sometimes be necessary to change the es- 
cape wheel, as changing the cylinder would 
often vitiate the escapement. It is usual to 
allow a little more drop on the inside than 
on the outside of the cylinder in order to 
insure freedom for the heel of the tooth 
when inside it. When this precauticn is 
taken, if the cylinder were planted a little 
too deep and the teeth were the correct 
size, the heel would not rub. 

If the teeth of the escape wheel are too 
high or too low in passing the opening 
of the cylinder, the wheel should be placed 
on a cylinder of soft brass small enough to 
go inside the teeth with a hole through it, 
having a concave face. A hollow punch is 
placed over the middle of the wheel, while 
it is resting on the concave face of the 
brass, and one or two light taps with a 
small hammer will bend the wheel suff- 
ciently. It rarely happens that the wheel 
is not free of either top or bottom plug, but 
should this be the case sufficient clearance 
may be obtained by opening with a sapphire 
file. 

When the balance spring is at rest the 
balance should be moved an equal amount 
each way before the tooth escapes. To ex 
amine the angle of the escapement there is 
one dot on the balance and three dots on 
the plate to assist in estimating the amount 
of lift. When the balance spring is at rest 
the dot on the balance should be opposite 
the center slot on the plate. Forty degrees 
of lift can easily be estimated by being 
equal to one-third of the space between two 
arms of the three-armed balance 

To test the proper beat of the escapement 
turn the balance from the center point of 
the three points on the plate till the tooth 
drops, and turn the balance in the opposite 
direction till the tooth drops again. If the 
dot on the balance is then in the same posi- 
tion with reference to the other dot, the 
escapement will be in beat. The two outer 
dots should mark the extent of the lifting, 
and the dot on the balance would then be 
coincident with them as they dropped, 
when tried this way. But the dots may be 
a little too wide or too close, and it will 
therefore be sufficient if the dot on the bal- 
ance bears the same relative position to 
them, as just explained; but if it is found 
that the lift is unequal from the point of 
rest the balance spring collet must be 
shifted in the direction of the least lift till 
the lift is equal. A new mark should then 
be made on the balance opposite to the 
central dot on the plate. 

When the balance is at rest the banking 
pin in the balance should be opposite to the 
banking stud in the cock, so as to give 
equal vibration on both sides. This is im- 
portant for the following reason: The 
banking pin allows nearly a turn of vibra- 
tion, and the shell of the cylinder is but a 
little over half a turn, so that as the out- 
side of the shell gets round toward the cen- 
ter of the escape wheel when a tooth is at 
rest outside of the cylinder, the point of 
a tooth may escape the exit lip and jam the 
cylinder unless the vibration is pretty 
equally divided. When the banking is prop-

How to Proceed in Order to Obtain a Patent

BASIS OF PATENT LAWS. 
ECTION 8 of Article I of the Consti 
tution of the United States confers 
certain powers upon Congress. One of 
these powers is “To promote the progress 
of science and useful arts, by securing for 
limited times to authors and inventors the 
exclusive right to their respective writings 
and discoveries.” Our forefathers could 
hardly have realized the benefits which 
were to flow from this particular paragraph 
of the constitution, yet to no other one 
thing, aside from the natural resources of the 
country, can so much of the rapid material 
progress of the United States be ascribed 
Prior to 1623, the grant of monopolies 
was a personal prerogative of the crown 
which had been subjected to great abuse, 
the right to trade in various articles having 
been conferred on favorites of the reign 
ing monarch, so that competition was 
destroyed and the cost of everyday necessi 
ties was enormously excessive. The evils 
at last became so great that Parliament 
passed the famous statute against monopo 
lies (21 Jac. 1, ch. 3), abolishing all past 
monopolies and restricting the powers to 
grant them in the future to cases where 
the grants should be made to the inventors 


of new nufactures, conferring upon them 


1 
the exclusive privilege of practicing such 
inventions for a limited period of time. 
The framers of the constitution wrote 
into that document this statute of James I. 
to express their intention that the new na- 
tion then coming into being should not be 
afflicted with such monopolies as had op- 
pressed the mother country. So wisely has 
Congress used the power thus conferred 
on it that new industries have been and are 
constantly being established, new sources 
of wealth and means of employment *are 
being created, and the United States of 
America has been enabled in a compara- 
tively short time to not only compete with 
but to surpass older nations. Other nations 
have been forced to recognize this condi- 
tion and to acknowledge the cause by en 
acting patent laws and modeling their pat- 
ent systems more or less after our system 


WHAT A PATENT IS. 


Exercising its constitutional authority, 
Congress has established the Patent Office, 


which is charged with the duty of issuing 
a deed conferring upon the grantee the ex- 
clusive right to make, sell or use an inven- 
tion. This deed is called a patent, and its 
owner, during a period of 17 years, pos- 
sesses a monopoly of the thing covered 
by the patent. It is his own property which 
no one may molest. He may use it or not, 
as he sees fit, but no other person, without 
his consent, may make, sell or use that pat- 
ented invention. 
WHO MAY OBTAIN A PATENT. 

The statutes require the Commissioner of 
Patents to issue a patent to any person who 
has invented any new and useful art, ma- 
chine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter or any new and useful improvement 
thereon. A formal application for the pat 
ent must be made, as it is not the duty of 
the commissioner to hunt for the worthy 
inventor and pin a patent on him as though 
it were a hero medal. Furthermore, the 
Patent Office has all the work it can do in 
passing on the claims of those who are 
anxious to be decorated. The application 
for a patent must be made by the inventor, 
and this requirement is not affected by ag 
sex, nor color Should the inventor bi 
dead, the administrator or executor may 
apply for and obtain the patent. Should 
the inventor become insane, the application 
must be made by the legally appointed 
guardian, conservator or representative. 

An invention may, of course, be the joint 
production of two or more inventors, and 
in such case the application must be made 
by such inventors jointly, but if joint ap- 
plicants are not joint inventors a patent 
granted on such joint application will be 
invalid and will be set aside in the courts 
when the facts are shown. Empioyes of 
the Patent Office cannot apply for nor ob- 
tain patents while retaining their employ- 
ment in the office. The Patent Office will 
issue the patent to any one to whom the 
invention may be sold if a formal assign- 
ment and request for such issuance be 


r 


placed on record 
THE. APPLICATION. 
An application for a patent consists of 
a fee of $15, a petition, drawings, a specifi- 
cation and an oath. The petition is merely 
a formal request for the grant of a patent 











on the invention set forth in the specifi- 
cation. The oath is a sworn statement of 
the inventor that he believes himself to be 
the original and first inventor of the in- 
vention set forth in the specification; that 
he does not know and does not believe 
that the same was ever known or used be- 
fore his invention or discovery thereof, or 
patented or described in any printed publi- 
cation before his invention or discovery 
thereof, or more than two years prior to 
the filing of the application, or in public use 
or on sale in the United States of America 
for more than two years prior to the filing 
of the application; and that the invention 
has not been patented in any foreign coun- 
try on an application filed by him or his 
representatives or assigns more than 12 
months prior to the filing of the United 
States application. 

These conditions are all statutory require- 
ments, and the recital of them under oath 
is a formal statement of the applicant’s be- 
lief that no statutory bar to the grant of a 
patent exists. The Patent Office also re- 
quires the oath to give a list of all foreign 
applications for patents which have been 
filed. 

The drawings and specification are the 
vital parts of the application. It is their 
office to disclose and define the invention, 
and they are the instruments which are 
considered by the Patent Office officials in 
acting on the application and by the courts 
in subsequently constructing the patent and 
determining infringement. The drawings 
must clearly and accurately show all the 
details of the invention. They must be 
signed by the inventor or his attorney and 
must be attested by two witnesses. The 
Patent Office has adopted certain rules in 
regard to drawings, which are rigidly en- 
forced. Pure white Bristol board with a 
smooth calendered surface and India ink 
must be used, the lines being perfectly 
black and solid and all made with the pen. 
The sheet must be exactly 10 x 15 inches 
with a single marginal line one inch from 
its edges, leaving the “sight” precisely 
8 x 13 inches, within which all work and 
signatures must be included. One of the 
shorter sides is regarded as the top, and 
a blank space of not less than 1% inches 
must be left below its marginal line for the 
heading, which is supplied by the Patent 
Office in printing the patent. The signa- 
tures must be placed at the lower end of 
the sheet, and the drawings should be large 
enough to show the mechanism without 
crowding. If one sheet does not give 
enough room, more sheets should be used.

PROCEDURE IN THE PATENT OFFICE. 

[he examining corps of the Patent Of- 
fice is divided into 41 examining di 
visions. When a formal application for 
patent is filed, it is referred to the division 
having charge of similar inventions, and 
the examiner to whom it is given, when he 


reaches it in its turn, first studies the ap- 
plication to obtain a complete knowledge of 
the invention and then searches through all 
the material at his command to ascertain 
whether the patent has been disclosed in a 
prior printed publication or a patent which 
will constitute a statutory bar to the al- 
lowance of the application. Should the ex-

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Potters’ Methods in Mexico: Secrets Handed Down. 


From the Canadian Pottery and Glass Gazette. 











HE pottery industry of Mexico is of 
ancient origin, having been handed 
down from father to son from time im- 
memorial. Excavations among the prehis- 
toric ruins of Mitla have resulted in the 
unearthing of many specimens of this 
handicraft, the designs of which are repro- 
duced to this day. A description of the 
industry is appended. 

Cuernavaca, Guadalajara, Puebla and 
Oaxaca are the principal centers of the 
modern pottery industry, although pottery 
is manufactured in many of the smaller 
towns and villages throughout the Repub- 
lic. The pottery manufactured in these 
cities possesses distinctive types and charac 
teristics, each quite different from the 
others, and universally known and recog 
nized by the name of the city where it is 
made. 

Cuernavaca pottery is manufactured in 
the little village of San Antone, just out 
side the city of that name. The dwellers in 
practically every one of the adobe houses in 
the village are clay workers, and each house 
is a workshop. The only established plant 
is owned by an Englishman. Pottery is 
here made entirely by hand, and after the 
following process 

The clay, after being taken from the 
earth, is first thoroughly dried in the sun, 
then pulverized with a wooden mallet and 
passed through the finest meshed brass wire 
cloth, after which process the clay is finer 
than wheat flour. The former custom of 
the Indian was to use a handkerchief or a 
piece of cotton shirting for this purpose. 
For mixing, a fine slime is prepared by 
soaking a portion of the pulverized clay in 
water, passing it through a sieve and after 
wards mixing the dry clay and kneading to 
the right consistency 

\ mold of the required size for the body 
of the article to be made is placed on the 
upper portion of the old style potter's 
wheel, covered with the proper thickness 
of clay, then patted and shaped with a 
wooden paddle and with the hands. The 
Indian potter turns the model about before 
him by scraping his bare toes on the lower 


portion of the wheel, and during the revo 
lutions he continues to smooth the clay 
with a narrow strip of wet cloth until th¢ 
desired surface is obtained. The narrow 
standard or legs, as the case may be, are 
then fashioned, and the article removed 
from the mold and placed in the same in 
verted position until such time as the stand- 


ard shall have dried sufficiently to hold the 
weight of the body. Handles, spouts, etc., 
are all formed by the hands, without molds, 
and joined by means of the clay slime and 
prepared clay. 

One characteristic peculiar to the Cuer- 
navaca pottery is the inlaid decoration, for 
which small bits of broken china are em 
ployed. Other decorations principally used 
are molded reptiles and insects, molded 
leaves and flowers and stamped work 
(Grecian and conventional border designs). 

The making of the inlaid work is a slow 
and primitive process, and the execution of 
the many and often elaborate effects thus 
wrought is a great tribute to the artistic 
and patient Indian potter. The design to 
be used is first drawn upon thin paper, then 
placed on the damp clay and traced with 
a small, sharp-pointed stick, after which it 
is slowly wrought by pressing bits of china 
of the proper shape into the clay with the 
glazed surface on the outside. The article 
is now thoroughly smoothed with a wet 
cloth and placed in the drying room. 

Molds for the formation of decorations 
are mdde in plaster-of-paris from the live 
reptiles, insects, etc., so that each is perfect 
in detail. These decorations are formed by 
carefully pressing the clay into the mold 
and as carefully removing it. The edges 
are then trimmed and the molded decora- 
tion placed in the desired position on the 
article to be decorated, using the clay slime 
as a cement. In cutting portions of the 
clay preparatory to molding, a crude tin 
knife is employed. For trimming edges a 
thread of fiber is used, one end being held 
in the mouth, the other in the hand. Stamps 
for fashioning the stamped decorations are 
made from hard wood, hand-carved by the 
Indian. 

During the drying process the pottery is 
watchfully shielded from the sun and 
wind and a careful examination made each 
day of every piece in the drying room, so 
that, if possible, the molded decorations 
may be prevented from cracking. Should 
these crack before the articles are com 
pletely dried it is possible to replace the 
decoration, otherwise the article is value 
less. While drying, the handles and other 
delicate portions are wrapped in cloth, that 
the process may be equalized. At a certain 
time the molded decorations are well 
scraped and cleaned, and when thoroughly 
dry the pottery is polished with a piece of 
rough sacking and finally with a smooth 


cloth. It is now placed in the sun, to be 
completely heated before painting and 
burning. One color only is used in the 
painting of Cuernavaca pottery. This is a 
yellow clay from the neighboring moun- 
tains, similar to yellow ochre simply mixed 
with water. The pottery is now ready for 
burning. 

Here again we find a method most 
primitive. The writer was informed by the 
proprietor of the pottery factory that the 
habits of these Indian potters, together 
with a natural antipathy toward progres- 
sive usages, almost prohibits the introduc- 
tion of new tools or methods. In fact, the 
workers refuse to substitute certain small 
modern tools purchased for the work, pre- 
ferring their own crude ones. 

No permanent kiln is used for burning, 
each individual process being accompanied 
by the building of a kiln of the size re- 
quired in the following manner: A num- 
ber of jars, approximately 18 inches in 
height and nine inches in diameter, are 
placed on an open space of ground, as 
closely together as possible, between and 
around the outer edges of which is laid the 
fuel. Flat pieces of previously burned pot- 
tery are used to cover the jars and fuel, 
upon which are piled the articles to be 
burned. The whole is then completely cov- 
ered with many “comales” (round, flat 
slabs, which are used for cooking the 
“tortillas,” a sort of pancake and universal 
peon food, by being placed over burning 
charcoal). The fuel is then set on fire, and 
when well alight green grass or wet hay 
is thrown over the pile. The necessary 
burning occupies about two hours, after 
which time and while red hot the kiln is 
uncovered. Each article is removed, being 
lifted by an iron rod, and allowed to cool 
in the air, which concludes the process of 
manufacture. 

After burning, the painted portions of 
the pottery will have turned to a dark terra- 
cotta, and the unpainted portions, or such 
pieces as are wholly left in the natural 
color of the clay, will have changed from 
a dark gray to a light terra cotta color. 

The principal loss to the manufacturer 
occurrs during the drying process, almost 
no breakage resulting from the burning. 
The Cuernavaca potter will mold any de- 
sign if a drawing with required dimensions 
is furnished him. 

The Mexican Government recently or- 
dered a Cuernavaca vase 32 inches high, 
with inlaid decorations of the American 
and Mexican flags and the American and 
Mexican eagles, as a gift to President 
Roosevelt. 

The form of a lizard, so frequently em- 
ployed in decorations of this particular 
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pottery, owes its use to the existence of 
a lizard, nearly nine feet long, carved on 
a rock, supposedly by the Aztecs, in the vil 
lage of San Antone. 

The wage of the potters ranges from 37 
centavos to one peso a day, the foreman 
of the factory receiving eight pesos a 
week (100 centavos equals 1 peso; one 
peso equals 49.8 cents) 

GUADALAJARA POTTERY. 

Pottery made in Guadalajara is prob 
ably more widely known than that of any 
other Mexican manufacture. The pot 
teries are situated about six miles from the 
city proper, in the Indian village of San 
Pedro. Here another race of potters, true 
descendants of the Aztecs, live, handing 
down from one generation to another the 
knowledge of working this peculiar class 
of ware, called by them “Zapotecas.”” Many 
of the original forms and designs men 
tioned in the records of the friars at the 
time of the conquest are preserved in the 
Guadalajara pottery of to-day, this being 
especially true of ware known as_ th 
“Aromatic” pottery, which is colored in 
the burning. 

The clays from whichy the Guadalajara 
potteries are formed are of two _ kinds, 
black and whit The black clay is found 
in veins one or two meters (meter equals 


3.28 feet) below the eeneral level of the 


ground, and is formation of vegetable 
origin, as is proved by its peculiar odor 
and also by the petrified remains Phe 
veins vary greatly in length, but the width 
is usually from three to four meters. The 
white clay is more abundant than the 
black, and is very compact and heavy, be 
ing ub-soil formation covering large 
areas and varying from one-half to 2% 
meters in depth. It is a great detriment to 


agricultural interests in the region 

The black clay is prepared by simply dis 
solving in water, producing a very sticky 
substance. The white sort is thoroughly 
dried, pulverized, and passed through a 
fine wire sieve, then added to the wet black 
clay and well kneaded. For molding the 
finer forms the potter uses the substance as 
thus prepared. If flower pots, garden jars, 
etc., are desired, a fine sand is added. 

Every family of workers are specialists 
in their line of work. Many forms and 
designs are produced, but only one design 
in one family. The potter who molds 
flower pots cannot mold water bottles, nor 
can the one who molds water bottles mold 
figures. 

lhe writer was informed by the proprie 
tor of a Guadalajara establishment that 
the transfer of work has been tried, but 
always without success. The worker 
teaches his son to perform the same task 
as his own, and should he have no son the 
knowledge of the special form or design 
of his work is lost at his death. By way 
of illustration, I was told of an aged Indian 
who had for many years furnished the firm 
with a special form of jar, known as the 
“Montezuma.” The Indian died, leaving 
no heirs, and the loss of this particular 
article, which was naturally a rarity com- 
manding a good price, resulted. 

Unlike the Cuernavaca potters, the Guad- 
alajara workers never use a potter’s wheel. 
Here the small articles are made in molds 
and the larger pieces are formed by placing 


a mass of prepared clay on the ground, 
while the potter walks around and around 
the clay to be molded, using a piece of hog- 
skin, well soaked in water, for forming and 
smoothing the article. 

The tools which are employed are a piece 
of knife or tin, a wire for cutting or trim 
ming, and a nail or small piece of pointed 
wood, never exceeding six inches in length. 
A dish of water and some white clay in 
powdered form are placed near for clean- 
ing the clay from the hands during the 
process of molding. 

The Guadalajara ware is fired or burned 
in cylindrical ovens, with a hearth and no 
chimney, made especially for this purpose, 
different fuels being employed to produce 
the different colors. For the red-colored 
pottery a grass locally known as “tepopote” 
is used, which is found in abundance on 
lands having a volcanic formation, in ap 
pearance much like pumice stone. Such 
lands are called by the native “jal,” and 
from their formation it is said that the 
state takes its name of Jalisco. 

When a grayish-white color is desired, 
the pottery is burned with the twigs of 
“taray” (tamarisk) or shavings may be 
used. It is impossible to employ wood or 
coal of any kind, as the necessary require 
ment is the flame rather than the heat. The 
burning process occupies about 12 hours, 
more or less, according to the size of the 
oven in ust 

The colors employed are mineral, man- 
ganese for the black, kaolin for the white, 
while the reds and yellows are of special 
kinds of clay. Water bottles, for instance, 
which are often made in red or yellow col- 
orings, are first painted and then burned, 
painted while still warm, and again sub- 
jected to the flames of dried grass, which 
burns with much smoke. 

The bright greens, blues, etce., are ob- 
tained from pigments mixed with gum, 
varnish or oils, and, not being fired, these 
colors will in time wear off. Those inter- 
ested in the manufacture of Guadalajara 
ware endeavor to have preserved the old 
forms, strictly Indian, rather than attempt 
to produce copies or imitations of forms 
more modern. 

However the ancestry of the primitive 
Mexican Indian may be decided, it is cer- 
tain that the decorations or _ paintings, 
which are all of Indian origin, on Guada- 
lajara pottery, very closely resemble Chi- 
nese decorations. 

The wages paid there are approximately 
the same as in Cuernavaca, the most expert 
potter receiving not more than one peso a 
day, and working from 8 a. m. to noon, 
and from 2 to 6 p. m 

The Puebla pottery is more or less crude 
earthenware, having a white, or rather 
grayish-white, ground, with decorations 
usually in the delft blue shades, although 
browns and yellows sometimes appear. The 
Puebla tiles are a famous characteristic of 
the city of the same name; in fact, Puebla 
is a city of tiles. They are everywhere 
used—on the domes of churches, the fa- 
cades of residences, and on walls and 
floors. The decorations are usually mediz- 
val in design and, though somewhat crude, 
not inartistic. Puebla ware is known as 
“Talavera.” 

The pottery made in Oaxaca is a green 


glazed ware, and includes articles for table 
and kitchen use. 

The principal output of all varieties of 
Mexican pottery is at present for domestic 
use. With the exception of that purchased 
and sent to the United States by American 
tourists very little is exported 








“Terra Nigra’ Ware. 
HE excavations carried on at the site of 
oid Roman ec ties have led to the dis- 
covery of a number of small vessels of a 
handsome black, graphitic color, recalling in 
many respects that of Grecian vases. As in 
the case of the Terra Sigillata ware, also 
discovered among Roman ruins, an exami- 
nation of the fragments shows that they 
were made of different kinds of clay, some 
exuibiting a gray fracture, while others are 
yellow or red. 

Herr Ludowici, of Jockgrim (Rhein- 
pfalz), whose pottery clay works are situ- 
ated in the neighborhood whence the Ro- 
man potters of Taberne Rhenane derived 
their raw material, has been endeavoring to 
rediscover the secret of the manufacture of 
this Terra Nigra ware, and has found that 
the glaze used was of the metallic oxide 
class On rebaking some of the shreds, 
they turned red in the muffle, whereas if 
they had been coated with glaze the color 
would have remained unchanged, and from 
this behavior it is assumed that the ware 
was fired in smoky kilns. 

The practice adopted was apparently to 
stop the air inlets to the fire when the con- 
tents of the kiln had attained a light-red 
heat, fresh wood being thrown on the fire 
at the same time. The smoke then filled the 
whole of the kiln chamber and penetrated 
the pores of the ware, which retained the 
imparted black color when cooled down out 
of contact with the air. By this means the 
red ferric oxide was reduced to black oxide 
on the one hand, while on the other the 
particles of carbon in the pores of the ware 
produced a graphitic coating, the depth of 
color being in proportion to the amount of 
ferric oxide in the body. 

An alternative method of baking such 
ware consists in restricting the admission of 
air to the kiln, so that a reducing atmo- 
sphere is produced, and the ferric oxide is 
reduced to the ferrous state. The ware 1s 
best made of strongly ferruginous clay, or 
preferably faced with ferruginous slip, spe- 
cially good results being obtained by firing 
sigillata body in the above manner.—Tonin- 
dustrie Zeitung

Question No. 2257.—Reducing Tubing 
and Wire With a Draw-plate —How can 
I reduce the size of wire and tubing with- 
out filing the outside? KZ. 

ANSWER:—Wire and tubing are usually 
reduced by drawing them through a draw- 
plate. A draw-plate is a very useful tool 
for the repair bench, and can be purchased 
at a moderate price from the tool supply 
houses. The draw-plate consists of a steel 
plate with holes of various sizes. The holes 
are polished so a wire or tube can be 
drawn through—first trough a hole a 
little smaller than the wire, then through 
the next smaller, and gradually through 
smaller holes until the right size is obtained. 
lhe draw-plate is, of course, secured in a 
vise and the end of the wire or tube is held 
with pliers while drawing through, If the 
wire or tube becomes hard after having 
drawn through several holes, then it is 
necessary to anneal. 


Question No. 2258.—Cement for Fasten- 
ing Silver Handles.—Iil’e get numerous 
wrticles to repair, such as scissors, nail 
files, paper knives and manicure pieces, of 
which the handles are loose. What kind 
f cement is best for fastening the handles 
» they will hold firmly? ie oe 2 
\NSWeR:—For fastening all kinds of 
sterling silver handles to steel shanks, use 
gum shellac to which is added a little pitch. 
The old cement should be caalaenl from 
the sockets as much as possible, then the 
gum shellac and a little pitch is dropped 
in and the outside heated over an alcohol 
lamp until the shellac and pitch begin to 
nelt. Now warm the shank of the article 
be inserted enough so it can be pushed 
in place through the shellac. Enough 
hellac should be put in so the entire cavi- 
ties will be full when the warm shank is 
inserted. If this is carefully performed the 
handles could not be loosened by ordinary 


Question No, 2259.—Chains for Fusee 
Watches.—Can you tell me what are the 


unctions of chains which are used in fusee 
uches? ‘ie. 
\NSWER :-—Such chains are used to com- 
inicate the power of the mainspring to 
the fuses These chains have flat links 
ng together with rivets, each of which 
sses through three links These run 
Iternately in pairs and singly. The links 
punched out of flat steel, and are very 
mall in size. Steel wire is used for the 


rivets At each end of the chain a hook 

put, one to catch in a hole in the barrel. 
other to hook over a pin in the fusee. 

Chains for pocket watches vary in size con- 


siderably. but the average length is about 


six inches and contains about 60 pieces, 
consisting of the links, the rivets and the 
two hooks, the whole weighing perhaps less 
than two grains. Chains are only used in 
conjunction with fusees. The method of 
putting the chain on a fusee is as follows: 
Get the barrel and fusee in such a position 
that the holes for the chain hooks will be 
toward the outside edge of the movement. 
Then put the ratchet wheel on the barrel 
and pass the chain through from the fusce 
side, under the pillar. Put the hook in the 
hole in the barrel. Now wind the barrel 
round, keeping the chain tight with the 
fingers. When all is wound on the barrel, 
let the click fall in the ratchet and hook 
the other end of the chain in the fusee. 
There should be just sufficient tension on 
the chain to prevent its slipping off, and 
you can now regulate the coils on the 
periphery of the barrel so that the chain 
will lead properly on to the groove cut in 
the fusee. Then set up the spring by 
giving the barrel arbor half a turn. This 
gives the necessary tension to afford the 
power required to make the watch go. 
Now wind the watch in the usual way, 
carefully guiding the chain, if requisite, so 
that it passes into the groove of the fusee, 
and the job is done. Setting up the spring 
is a process which requires some practice. 
In fusee watches the chain often breaks. 
To mend a chain, lay it on boxwood and 
hold the end link down with the finger 
nail, while a thin-edged pocket knife is 
used to open it and start the rivet end. As 
soon as the side of the end link is raised 
enough to clearly show the rivet, get a 
steel needle and flatten its end slightly on 
an oilstone. Screw the needle in a pin-vise 
for a handle, and, placing:the chain with 
the rivet over a small hole in the steel 

stake, push the rivet through with the 
needle. If stubborn tap the pin-vise with 

the hammer. In this way prepare both 

ends of the chain, leaving a double link to 

one piece and a single link to the other. 

File up a tempered steel pin and place the 

two ends of the chain together so that the 

hooks come on the same side. Insert the 

pin still in the pin-vise and tap it gently 

over the stake. With nippers cut the ends 

off flush, and, with a fine file, file it flat 

with the chain, Then lay the chain on a 

flat stake and tap the rivet on both sides. 

When the job is well done the rivet should 

be invisible

To File Squares. 
ry a rule, the beginner finds it difficult 


to file a square true, and for this rea- 
son, says La Irance Horlogére, we give 
the following directions: 

A good square must be centered and 
must, as a consequence, run true. This is 
only possible when the arbor on which the 
square is to be applied itself runs true. It 
is also advisable not to file the edges quite 
sharp, but to leave the rounding in. <A 
carefully made square must have smooth 
corners, for which reason the arbor must 
be polished before we begin to file the sur- 
faces. 

To insure a true square, we file the first 
side a littke smaller than it is intended to 
be; then the opposite side is treated in the 
same manner, care being taken that the 
two sides are exactly parallel; then the 
third, after which the fourth side is filed 
in the same manner. As the surfaces, on 
the completion of the work, are still too 
narrow, we file down carefully to the proper

size, using great care to insure a nice uni 
formity of all the sides, If it is intended 
that the square shall be conical, the arbor 
must also be conical in shape, otherwise 
the shaft may easily become out of round 

Of aids for obtaining a good square there 
are several. Some watchmakers screw up 
the arbor in a little pin vise and then fasten 
this into the vise to insure a good lead 
for the fi'e; others hold the piece firmly i 
the pliers. 

Another simple proceeding is shown in 
our illustration. In carrying it out we first 
make two holes, crossing each other at 
right angles, through the handle of a 
reamer, and insert two steel rods of equal 
length in such a manner that by resting 
the rod on the edge of the work-bench a 
correct horizontal position will be insured. 
\t each turning of the holder the part to 
be filed (for instance, a center staff) will 
turn exactly one-fourth, so that all we have 
to do is to file in a horizontal direction, 
which, to a skilled hand, is very easy 

In place of the reamer handle, with four 
holes, we can also catch the haft of steel 
rods, filed like screw-drivers, between the 
four slots of an American lathe chuck, 
which will likewise serve as a rectangle
